Leamington, an immaculate, neatly laid out town on the North Shore of Lake 
Erie, with a population of about 15,000 people, exudes a typical "hometown" 
feeling, and is surrounded on three sides by flat geography, and hundreds 
of farms. 

Leamington’s CHYR, until recently the only station on the continent to 
use two frequencies (WZNK-680 days, and 690 at night, in Westland, MI, has 
recently begun this arrangement, and WLIB-1190, D-3 in New York, is looking 
at 1200 khz for night operations) is indeed a curiosity, as well as an 
occasional source of frustration for its owners. The 10,000 watt 710 
directional signal covers much of Michigan and Ontario, and the 500 watt 
night signal, on 730 khz brings the station’s programming to a far smaller 
area, consisting of Metropolitan Detroit, Windsor, and Leamington. How this 
two frequency arrangement came to pass is an unusual story. 

CHYR and CHYR - 7 (yes, two separate calls!) began in 1955 as CUSP, a 
non-directional 250 watt daytimer on 710 khz. The original call stood for 
"Sun Parlor", significant because of the station’s location in the 
southernmost part of Canada. Because of its southwestern Ontario location, 
the area receives more sun than any other part of Canada (but, as General 
Manager Lou Tomasi notes, not in the cold winters!), and is thus known as 
the "Sun Parlor". In fact, CHYR is Canada’s southernmost broadcasting 
station.

What North American radio station 
requires two licenses, two frequencies, 
and two sets of call letters in order to 
serve its market 24 hours a day? The 
answer to this question is CHYR and CHYR 


The little station broadcast from 
studios at 23 Erie Avenue, North, in 
Leamington, with two Dd’s, one 
newscaster, and a variety of local 
interest shows, in blocks. In its first 
year, CUSP even aired ethnic programming 
(as 38% of the population of Essex 
County is neither of French or English 
origin) and a childrens’ show. 

The local owners included John Moore, a CBE-Windsor program director, 
and Al Bruner. Hr. Bruner was a tenor, singing with Wayne King, the "Waltz 
King". He later left CHYR to found the Global TV Retwork, thus fulfilling 
his dream of owning a television network in Ontario. 

Mr. Brunner hired Lou Tomasi from a St. Thomas radio station in 1955 to 
be the morning man. 35 years later, Lou is Vice President and General 
Manager of the two stations. Also hired was Seymour Epstein, to be chief 
engineer. To Mr. Epstein went the complex job of putting CUJSP on the air 
full time. 

The at that time Canadian Department of Communications could not allow 
CJSP to broadcast full time on 710 khz - 710 was a clear channel frequency 
for the United States, and WOR in New York had to be protected. However, 
between 1955 and 1968, CJSP did receive permission for power increases, up 
to 1000 watts non-directions, 

The innovative solution to put the station on full time involved two 
frequencies. It should be noted that CJRN - 710, Niagara Falls, operating 
with 10,000 watts days and 5000 watts at night, is much closer to New York. 
It protects WOR with a very tight northwest signal, from a twelve tower 
array 1n Port Erie, ON. The two frequency idea did have a prototype. CBKF, 
in Gravelbourg, SK, operated on 710 khz days and, at night, listeners tuned 
to 1230 khz, which was a far more drastic spread than the anticipated 710 - 
730 spread in Leamington. CBKF, later obtained by the CBC, was moved to 690 
khz, from which it today broadcasts fulltime, with 5000 «tts (directional 
at night).

730 kKhz was a Mexican clear channel frequency at night. During the day, 
WPIT, Pittsburgh, plus nearby WJYM, Bowling Green, OH, and CKAC, Montreal, 
as well as other US stations required protection, so 730 was out of the 
question. Except for CKAC, several other distant Canadian stations, and 
500,000 watt XEX, 730, Mexico City, 730 was an open frequency after sunset. 

Two licenses would be required to operate two different broadcasting 
facilities on two frequencies. Additionally, under Canadian regulations, 
two sets of call letters would be necassary. The owners realized that this 
would provide an identity problem. The call letters for the small daytimer 
had been changed to CHYR, for "Cheeradio". The night station, technically a 
separate operation required its own but ideally similar calls. So...what 
was available for night operation? CHYF?....or CHIR? Chief Engineer Seymour 
Epstein, who knew the broadcasting regulations, and who had done consulting 
work in Mexico, asked his boss, "You need a new set of calls? It would be 
sort of silly to use two sets of call letters. Would you like "CHYR-7" at 
night? You will have the only radio station in the world with a numeral in 
your call letters!" (Which was net prohibited in the Canadian Department 
of Communications regulations!) - 

The application for CHYR-7 was filed in 1968, as was an application for 
10,000 watts directional days, and 500 watts for the night operation, with 
nulls toward Montreal and Mexico City. A six tower array replaced the 
single tower, constructed in Point Pelee, four miles southeast of 
Leamington, just outside the entrance to the lakefront Point Pelee National 
Park. This park is a recreational area for swimming, fishing, and boating. 
Also on December 7, 1979, the studios and offices moved to their present 
lecation, second floor quarters at 100 Talbot Street. 

Once CHYR and CHYR-7 began fulltime operation, the stations broadcast 18 
hour @aily. The format for years was a variety of local programming and 
middle of the road music. However, with 10,000 watts the station covered 
Detroit and Windsor at local strength. Thus, in 1980, Lou Tomasi, as 
General Manager, decided that Top 40 would give CHYR a more competitive 


(oa 
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advantage with the Detroit FM stations. The Police, Culture Club, and Bruce 
Springsteen replaced Tony Orlando and dawn, Johnny Mathis, and Al Martino, 
giving the station a more lively sound, which put CHYR on the American 
Arbitron surveys. Of course, the stations had to follow the Canadian 
Content regulations. To this day, the "Can-Con" obligation requires that 
30% of the music aired must be by Canadian artists. Canadian Radio 
Television Commission rules mandate that broadcasters tape their 
frequencies for CRTC compliance audits 24 hours a day. Thus, all Canadian 
radio stations have a tape recorder going at all times - even if the 
station is a daytimer ~ with one exception. CHYR - CHYR-7 must run two tape 
recorders constantly, as it broadcasts on two frequencies! These machines 
quietly whirl away in a corner of CHYR‘s control room. 

Unlike a well known Windsor station which covers vast areas of both the 
United States and Canada, CHYR ~- CHYR-7 never tried to hide, and even 


emphasizes its Canadian identity. After a Michigan contest caller responded 
on the telephone to the question "What is your favorite radio 
Sstation?"...."CHYR-Detroit", CHYR referred to itself as "The Amazing AM - 
Radio 7 - Canada". 

Over the years, the station has formatted variety, middle of the road, 
adult contemporary, and hard rock music. Today, "Cheeradio" listeners enjoy 
a mix of adult contemporary music, local news, and sports. Since 1980, the 
station has carried both Toronto Maple Leaf Hockey and Blue Jay Baseball. 
The Blue Jays were a gamble in the early 1980‘s when they were a losing 
team. Now, however, they are a winning club, so in spite of the station’s 
location, deep in Detroit Tigers territory, thousands of listeners enjoy 
the Blue Jay games on CHYR. This pleasure can turn to irritation at night 
during night games, usually in the forth inning, when the bases are loaded, 
nobody is out, and CHYR goes from 710 khz to 730 khz, with a power 
reduction and a pattern change. In July, the frequency switch occurs at 
9:15pm, and listeners northeast of the station hear nothing on 730! The 
station’s network, Telemedia, feeds the sports, and adult contemporary 
music, at night, via satellite.

Sunday programming is a mixture of religion and ethnic programming. CHYR 
carries German, Italian, and Hungarian programs, eagerly listened to in 
Detroit’s ethnic communities, as well as in areas of Essex County, as is 
evidenced by the sold out advertising on these foreign language programs. 
When the Blue Jays play on Sunday, the game is taped, and aired after 
7:00pm, so that the ethnic hosts may serve their audiences. 

CHYR and CHYR-7 operate from the second floor of a two story building at 
100 Talbot Street, East, in Leamington’s business district. Twenty two full 
time employees, including a four person full time news staff, and some part 
timers (usually college students) work out of this facility. CHYR’s offices 
are surrounded by a production studio, news room, and large control room, 
overlooking Talbot Street.

CHYR’s 710 khz signal has been received as far away aS Norway, according 
to DX reports received at the station. CHYR-7 has produced accurate 
reception reports from as far as Baltimore an@ Wyoming. 

The transmitter site is on the former chief engineer’s mother in law's 
property. When Brian Hinz was building the site, a woman living on the 
property would send her daughter out with food and coffee for him. They 
began dating, fell in love, and got married. Mr. Hinz later lived across 
the road from both his mother in law and the transmitter site. 

The sunrise - sunset switch from 710 to 730 khz and back can be plagued 
with problems. The changeover requires 68 relay switches, which operate in 
sequence. Occasionally, hecause of weather conditions, one or more relays 
may misfire - stranding the station between 710 and 730 khz. The switch can 
neither go forward, nor be reversed. The CE must then track down and set 
the malfunctioning relay, to complete the changeover. The transmitters are 
out of date, parts are hard to get, and the individual transmitters cannot 
change to the other frequency. However, the day RCA transmitter can go down 
to 5000 watts. 

The relays have been instrumental in at least one oil spill over the 
years - involving PCB’s - when a part, encased in oil broke, The oil 
spilled onto the ground. As CHYR could not allow anyone close to the 
contaminated oil, a problem if a relay became stuck, the station was 
allowed to stay on 710 khz around the clock until the problem was cleared 
up. 

To eliminate the changeover, CHYR has applied to the CRTC for 
authorization to drop its AM operation and broadcast fulltime on 96.7 mhz, 
with 20,300 watts on the FM dial. Bluewater Broadcasting, CHYR’s owner, 
operates an FM station in Kitchener on the same frequency, and a CHYR - FM 
signal would slightly interfere with this station, which is not a problen, 
according to the owners. It would be far more acceptable than operating two 
separate AM frequencies. The application was rejected once, but Bluewater 
has reapplied. if successful, CHYR‘s programming would move to FM, and the 
dual frequency operation of CHYR - CHYR-7 would be an intriguing bit of 
radio lore. 

The editor would like to thank Lou Tomasi, CHYR Vice President and 
General Manager for all of his help in providing ifformation for this 
station profile. He gave the editor a comprehensive tour and overview in an 
August meeting last year. Thanks also goes to Fred Vobbe and frank Orcutt 
for responding to a request for information on CHYR a few years ago. This 
information was kept, and added significantly to this profile.

War Update and promo for winter storm reports w/WNEP-TV 16, ID 6:30-6:36P. WFLR-
